RAILROAD NECESSARY 

Dr. Clements’s report, submitted 
to the CLamber today, says: 

“The Blythe levee broke across 
at the Mauser Bend, at an eleva- 
tion of 266. This also is the ele- 
vation of the city of Blythe. There 
are at present between 35,000 and 
40,000 acres under water of the 
140,000 acres of the entire valley. 
At the present moment there are 
in the neighborhood of 40,000 sec- 
ond feet in the river, one-fifth to 
ohe-fourth of which are pouring 
in through the break to the vailey. 

“What has occurred is that the 
river. bottom has built up some 
five or aix feet, and the dikes which 
withstood 190.000 second feet in 
#21 have given way under 67,000 
second feet. The break is seven- 
teen miles away from dry dirt, and 
to strengthen the levee or fill the 
break of a thousand feet it would 
be first necessary to build a rail- 
road. The only hope seems, in the 
small time allowed (twenty days 
fore the second rise will begin. 
since between June 23 and 26 it 
is anticipated 200.000 tnches of 
water will be the minimum content 
of th® river) to be the biasting out 
of the bends of the river, begin- 
ning at the Hauser break and 
keeping the river below free from 
silt through the use of dynamite. | 


STATE IN DEADLOCK 

“The fall of the river from the 
Blythe intake to the end of the 
levee at the hills, some twenty- 
three miles distant, is only twen- 
ty-five feet. It would seem as 
though this were impossible of 
undertaking unless by the Federal 
government. The people are im- 
poverished, their 1922 crops wn- 
der water to the extent of $000 
a¢res, and a normal rise in the 
river tn volume with ite increase 
in elevation, will totally submerge 
the whole valley—140,000 acres. 

“There is a deadlock between 
California and Arizona, which 
makes it impossible for the State 
of California to be of any utility. 
If the valley is to be saved, it: 
must be done within twenty days. 
all work must be directed entirely 
in freeing the river of its present 
five to six feet of silt, in prepara- 
tion for the flood. 

“The Federal ment has 
been requested by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce to under- 
take this, but the Federal Depart- 

ment must work fast, much faster 
than is their usual gait, if the val- 
ley is to be saved. 


FARMERS “BROKE” 

‘There is only one other method, 
and that is that the Chambe? act as 
an arbiter between the gov- 
ernor of the State of California 
and the State of Arizona, and get 
down in their pocketa and fur- 
nish finance, powder and men, to 
undertake this matter of freeing 
the river> 

“The pity of this thing is that 
the pioneers of the Valley of the 
Palo Verde have built all these 
wonderful dikes out of their own 
impoverished pockets, replenished 
them from time to time, and as 
pthe Colorado River threatened, 
built other dikes to circumvent it. 
They have never had help from 
railroads, State or Federal depart- 
ments or anybody else. They are 
financially exhausted, a  pitiable 
bunch of farmers occuping 40,- 
000 acres of grotind, #ho have 
done all this work. They are at 
the end of their resources. With-
